Willium A Law, formerly of Spar-
tanburg, now viee president of the
First National Dank of FPhiladelphia

amd pregident of the American Bapk- |

&rs Assotiation, addressing the Phila-
delphia chapter of the Ameriean In-
stitute of Banking in Philudelphia one
day last week, said;

“There is do doubt that in the past
abuses crept Into rallroad MAanage-
ment Lo the detlrment of shippers. and
was necessary, but instead of sane
regulation the Interstate Commerce
Commission has attacked the entire
railroad Interest with a ruthless hand,
with, the result that raflroad bhusiness
throughout the country has been
strangled, Their finances seriously
hampered, reilroads have come to coms-
plete standstill In the matter of con-
atructive enterprise, and investors
have almost completely lost confi-
dence, making further financing a
grave question, Within the next yvear
the railrords will be forced to pay
off abrout $500,000,000 of their mort-
gage indebtedness, which, in view of
the present situation. they will prob-
ably be unable to accomplish.

“That the further prosperity of ihe
rallroads might be assured, it is nec-
ogsary that the Interstate Commerce
Commission should realize that a freer
hand must be given to railroad offi-
clals to proceed without unnecessary
restrictions and that Increased rates
were a vital necessitly to the life of
his enterprige.”

Does any one know.of any South
Carolina investor who would care to
buy $10,000 of the stock of a new
rallrond company that expects to build
a line in this State?

Does any holder of cotton care to
exchange cotton, even at twelve cents
a pound, for shares in railroad com-
panies? Does anybody in South Caro-
ling care to buy railroud shares on
any terms?

To all these questions the answer
would be negative, yet villages, towns
and districts are not lacking In South
Carolina that are very eager that
somebody bulld rallroads—with some-
body else’s money. South Carolinians
willing and able to lend money on a
farm mortgage or to buy a farm may
still be found, even in a period of hard
times—but they have no money to
put in rallroads, even if rallroads be
their immediate and urgent need,

Before the European war ends,
guantities of money will be made in
the United States and some of it will
seek investment in the South. The
construction of \new roads in the
South and the Improvement of roads
already In existence would be of con-
slderable benefit to Southurn people.
The South is by no means so well
provided with adequate rallroad facil-
ities as the Northern and Central
Western sections of the country are
and, while cotton is now priced¢ and
labor is so low-priced, too the
South more than any other section
would be helped by raillroad extension.

But, Mr. Law says, the rallroads
have come to & complete standstill in
the matter of constructive enterprise
and that Is saying that no one in
thie part of the country will dispute,
The raiiroads are curtalling thelr ex-
penses. Moreover, p considerable part
of. our people are not disposed to lis-
ten whea e ranrcBd Colapaiios say
they are too poor to reduce passenger
fares. Everybody hereabouts Insists
that the raflroads are fair game and
nobody hereabouts would buy & raill-
road O any lerms. £

We hold no brief for the railroads.
We are content to direct attention to
the fact as declared by Mr. Law—
rallroad construction Is at & standstiil.
That is not a healthy thing for the

country, and, for the South in particu-

lar, it is moat unhealthy.

State Warehouse Law

Text of the Aet as Just Fassed by the General Assembly,

The act to regulate the storage and
grading cf cotton is now in effeet.

John L. McLaurfp, member of the
state senate from Marlboro, has beey
elected  State  wuarehouse
gloner. The salary @8 §5.000 a2 wvear,
with expenses. An appropriation  of
$15.000 s provided by the bill to CATTY
out its provislons,

The commissioner {8 authorized to
leare  warehouses and to appoiot
“clerks, officers and all necessaly
employes . . and fix the salaries.”

The following is the act to regulate.
the storage, grading and marketing of |
cotton :

“Whereas, owing to the war, there
is 8 lack of ocean transportation and
with the demoralization of the foreign
market, where two-thirds of our crop
is consumed, it is unwise to force the
ulu'n]e upon the market under such
conditions, and "

“Whereas, South Carolina will pro-
duce about 1,400,000 bales of cotton,
costing about 10 centg per pound, it {s
necessary in order to protect the peo-
ple of this state from an irreparable
loss, to provide some general plan of
warehousing, and to finance sthe crop
by converting cottan into a negotiable
security which will command respect
in the money markets of the world:

“Section 1. Be it enacted by tie
general assembly of the state of South
Carolina, That within the police pow-
ers of the state and for the general
wellare there is established, as hereln-
after provided, a cotton warehouse
system for the state of South Carolina.
There shall be elected by the general
assembly forthwith a suitable person,
to be known as the state warehouse
commlissioner, whose ealary shall be
§3,000 per annum and who shall hold
office for the term of two years or un-
til his su is elected by the gen-
eral assembly. And in case a vacancy
shall occur while the general assem-
bly i not in seesion, the governor
shall appoint a suitable person to fill
such vacancy untfl the next meeting
of the general assembly, !

“Sec. 2. That the warehouse com-
missioner shall acdept as authoritative
the standards and classifications of
cotton established by the Federal gov-
ernment. T

“Sec. 3. The commiesionur shall
have the power to acquire property
for the warehousing of cotton b
lease: Provided, No
until the operating expenses of such
warehouse so leased have baen pald
from the income of the warehouse so
leased and in no case shall the state
beé responsible for any rent except
from the income of such warehouse so
leased In excess of operatiop expenses
and may settle the terms: upon which
private or corporale warehouses may
obtain the benefit.of state  operation,
And' it shall be his espbéial duty to
foster and annouraga tha arastion of
warehouses in the various towns in
the several counties for/operation un-
der the terms of this rét, so as to lo-
calize the storage of cdtton so far as
possible. . ;

“Provided, That the shpervisor and
county commissioners of Alken, Sum-
ter, Bawmberg, Greenwood and of

Hampton counties, ., and, wupon
presentation of a p:% signed by

one-half of the said gqualified electors,
shall provide by lease, purchase, or
construction warehousé facilities for
at least one-third of the,average cot-
ton crop (during the pasat five years
of -their respective countiés. And tae
sald county supervisors and@ county
commissioners are heréby authorized
to use the county ordinary funds, or
borrow the necessary funds as they
deem most expedient. The warehouse
